On the contrary, had this ſort 
of ' negligent ' and foul Condu&t been 
ſuffer'd in their affairs,that Ruin muſt have 
happen'd long before, which came upon 
'em as ſoon as they grew corrupted. 


No Empire was ever great and ſtrong 


enough to carry on long Wars without 


any other Fond but its own Revenues,and 
thoſe Nations - which have attempted it 
have been quickly exhauſted ; For a tedi- 
ous Courſe of high Taxesraiſed to main- 
tain Armies abroad, will as'much impo- 
veriſh the Invaders; as the Excurſions. 
and Depredations of a ſudden war deftroy 
the Invaded ; and where matters are not 
{fo wiſely order'd, as that the Invaded 'are 
compell'd to pay the largeſt ' part of the 
Reckoning, the Conquerers- will, in no 
long Tra of time, be brought to as bad 
a Condition as the Conquered People, 
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TheRomars took their Meaſures better; 
They made very few barren Expeditions; 
And' tho Dominion and Glory might be 
their principal aim,yet 'tis evident they.had 
ſomething elſe in view, - or at leaſt that 
they generally took care. to be paid their 
expences, which they brought about fan- 
dry ways z From ſome vanguih'd Nations 
they took part of their Territory, ſend- 
ing thither Colonies of their own, by 
which, at ' one and the ſame time, they 
disburthen'd: themſclyes of a great many 
Indigent People, and Planted ſo many 
Strong Garriſons to ſecure their Conqueſts.

The ordinary . Revenue of. the Empire 
arifing from, the Colonies.and Provinces, 
was likewiſe without doubt - very much 
impair'd by the Civil Wars between Czſar 
and Pompey .,- and between Ceſar 
2nd Pompey's Sons, as alſo by the Civil 
Wars which Augsſius maintain'd with 
Brutus and Caſſius : And. certainly the 
Provinces were.. enough. harraſs'd when 
they were divided between Azguſtus and 
Marc Anthony (whoſe Luxury alone was 
ſufficient to impoveriſh many richNations,) 
and the Ruin of theſe Miſerable People 
was yet more increasd when Axguſins | 
and. ' Azthony, in a long Civil War, con- | 
tended for the Dominion of the whole ; 
but when he began to - Reign alone 
( which he did 44 Years) and.as ſoon as

He made an open Tratick of Honors, 
Employments, and Pardons ; He put 
into Offices of Truſt the greateit Har- 
pies he could find, that himſelf might 
afterwards have the ſqueezing of 'cm 
for their Oppreſlions ; All which 
doings are ſo many Blots apon his 
Fame. If then the wants of the State 
could force the beſt of Men upon the 
worſt of Adtions, how carefully ſhould 
Princes avoid being reduc'd to ſuch 
Neceſlities. 

How far Veſpaſean proceeded in dil- 
engaging the Publick from the Debt 
of 312,500,0001. Hiſtory 1s Silent, but 
we may preſume he and his Son. 77- 
tus ( who between 'em govern'd up- 
wards of twelve Years ) went a good 
way towards putting things. in order, 
however all was again unravell'd by the 
younger Son Domitian. But the Gold- 
en bunch of Fleſh which Domitiar 
dreamt grew out behind his Neck, 
that is, the Succeding Emperors, Ner- 
va, Tpajan, Adrian and Antoninns Pins, 
whoſe Rule took up about Sixty four 
Years, gave the Afﬀairs of the Com- 
monwealth a better Complexion ; They 
had * been ſo careful of the Publick 
| F Re- 
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Kevenue, that when Marcus Aurelius 
Antoninus came to the Empire, he 
found in the Treaſury what anſ{wets 
11 our Money to * 21,093,750 /. This 
Marcas Antoninus, tho in his Nature 
very bountiful , having given to the # 
People a larger Donative than they X 
had eyer feen before, was yet ſo fru- 
gal of the Publick Money, that when | 


he was going upon an Expedition a- 


gainſt the Seythians, he would not 
draw any Summ from the Treaſury | 
without firſt having permiſſion from | 
the Senate, afirming, Þ That ſuch Mo«. 


ney and every thing elſe belong'd to the 5 
People of Rome; and faying before | 
thc Fathers, He bad nothing in parti- 


cular, no not ſo mmch as the Houſe he 
liyd in : This Prince and Philoſopher, 
another time before, being preſs'd by 
his Army for a Donative after a Signal 
Victory, retusd 1t with this memorable 
ſaying, The more 1 give theſe young Sol- 
diers, the more” 1 mmſt oppreſs their Pa- 
rents. What had 'been collected in five 
wiſe and irugal Reigns, was diſfolutely 
waſted by Commodyus in twelve Years 
and Nine Months, inſomuch that when 
Pertinax Came: to the Empire he found 
in the Treaſury ( as hedceclar'd before the 
&2nate ) but what anfwers in our Money

that the Prudence of a whole Age 
may be defeated in a ſhort ſpace of 
time, if the Prince be either bad in 
his own Inclinations, or it he let 
himſelf be mif-led by ill Statcimen. 
But whoever conſiders the Lives of 
ſuch as have. ruld tyrannically , and 
oppreſsd the People, will . find that 
but few of 'em were wicked through 
an innate temper of their Minds, tor 
the Beginnings of the worſt Reigns 
were generally blameleſs, which 1s a 
proof that the Dictates of Nature 
were right enough. How coines it 
then to paſs that ſo many have go- 
vern'd ill, and why have moſt of 'em 
rather Inclind to Bad than Good ?

He endeavourd to prevent the Ra- 

pine of the freed men and Officers 

of the Court, and to hinder the Rob- 

berics and Violence of the Pretoriar 
Bands, but he was killed in the at- 
tempt, the Court and Camp being 

then both ſo deprav'd that they could 

.not bear a grave and frugal Reign , 
which thould be a warning to all 
Governments, that have any Freedom 

iefr, not to let Corruptions of this 
Nature grow till they are too big to 

be correted. Fuliams came next , 
having bought the Empire , He en- 
deavour'd by coxceſs of Liberality to 

gar that Aﬀedtion which was not 

due to any Virtne he had , but Prin- 


ces who endeavour this way to be-. 


come Popular gain a few at the coſt 
of many, and fo are hated by the 
Major 
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the Roman Revenues. 
Major part : He conſum'd 'as much as 
one could do who govern'd but two 


Months. Severus was next elected, 


whoſe Reign of near eighteen years 
was moſtly taken up in Civil Wars 
firſt with Niger , and then with A/b:-"

bia, Paleſtine, Egypt, and laſtly into 
Brittain : And tho this was a Reign 0i 
War, and tho Severus was expenſive in 
Publick Buildings, and magnificent to

1562,500 /. of our Money, yet he left * * 
to his Succeſlor an immenſe Treaſure, «".. 


which we muſt attribute to the inde- 
fatigable Application he ſhow'd in 
the univerſal Buſineſs of the State. 
And thongh he may be reckon'd a- 
mong the Cruel Emperors, yet *tis 
obſerv'd of him that he never hunted 
after Confiſcations, from whence we 
may infer he grew rich by meer 
Oeconomy, his Story being an Inſtance 
that neither Liberality, War, nor any 
other Expence, will hurt a Prince who 
minds his own Afﬀtairs. 
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His Son Aztoninus Caracalia ſueceed- 
cd, who Javiſh'd among the Soldiers 
what his Father had ſo carefully laid 
up, having for above ſix Years toge- 
ther robb'd the whole World to en- 
1ich them, plundering, confiſcating , 
and murthering the beſt Men of the 
Empire, to feed the licentious Appe- 
tites of his Men of War, and yet he 
was kill'd in Meſopotamia, in the midſt 
of that Camp he had fo much courted 
and favour'd ; from whence may be 
obſerv'd, that the Love of Subjects 1s 
not to be bought with Money, but to 
be obtain'd by wiſe Government, and 
that all ſorts of People, even Soldt- 
crs, reverence a Prince more who 
by good Condutt keeps ſomething in 
his Power to give, than they /do him 
who gives all away; ExpeC@tation and 
Hope often carrying Men much fur- 
ther than the Senſe of paſt or pre- 
{cat Benefits. |

if, as 1n the times of the Common- 
wealth, or, as was done under wiſe 
Reigns, they had preſerv'd a ſufficient 
Proportion of it treaſurd up for the 
uſes of the Pablick. But when the 
Emperors, and when, after their Ex- 
ample, the People fell into an Exceſs 
of Luxury, to feed that Luxury, Fo- 
reign Countries, in the way of Trade, 
ſon got back that Gold and Silver 
which the Romans had before takenfrom 
them by Force of Arms 3 And when the 
Publick was ſo exhauſted, and when 
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Private Men were ſo impoveriſhed as 
not to be in a condition to help the 
Publick, the Empire was left naked 
and defenceleſs: For a great Domini- 
on is to be ſecurd but two Ways, 
either by Virtue, or Force; by Virtue 
ſuch as the Romans and Athenians 
ſhew'd in the beginning of their Com» 
monwealth ; By Force, ſuch as the Per- 
ſian Kings, and the Rowan Emperors 
were Maſters of, which conſiſted in 
Immenſe Treafares laid up, large Tri- 
butes arifing from the People,greatFleets 
and Armies; But when Countries are 
effeminated by Luxury, and impove- 
riſh'd by Riot and ill Condudt, that is, 
when they have neither Virtue nor 
Strength remaining, they preſently be- 
come a Prey to the Warlike Nations that 
will invade them. 

| We have made this ſhort Digreſli- 
on, and given Inſtances of ſeveral 
Changes in the Romar Money, To 
ſhew how much the Coin of a Coun. 
try is its true Pulſe and That if it 
beats irregularly, 'tis a Symptom that 
the Body Politick labours under ſome 
dangerous diſtemper 3 That if the 
Prince be compelld to diminiſh its

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weight , tis a Token that the Species 
begins ro be drawn ont of his Do-- 
minions 3 That if he be forcd to ſub- 
fitute ſomething elſe in the room 
of Gold and Silver, as Caracalla did 
Lead, and Cgpper, tis a mark 
that a great Part of it is gone; That 
if the Species comes to be drain'd 
away , or univerſally corrupted, as it 
was toward the latter end of the 
Roman Empire, *tis a Demonſtration 
that the ruin of the State is coming 
on apace.

Puring this time many things 
happened, which tended to the 
Impoveriſhment and weakning of the 
Empire , under qTrajanus Decins the 
Goths began to invade it, and 
foon after the Scythians : Vibim 
Gallys , who ſucceeded Decins bought 
a ſhameful Peace of the Goths with

Macedonia , Pontus , and Aſia, were 
invaded by innumerable Troops 
of the Goths and Scythians , Dacia 
beyond the Danube threw off all 
Subjetion 5 the Pradi and Sarmate 
ppticſs'd themſelves of Parnonia, and 
the Parthians having ſeizd upon Meſo- 
potamia made Inroaes1 into Syrie. 4

- But toſave the Empire from utter Ruin, 
during this time there were ſome good 
Reigns ; Valeria+ Aujelianws, a Warlike 
Prince did almoſt Reſtore it to its Ancient 
Limits. Probas, who was Choſen againſt 
his Will, went a great way towards 
Repelling the Barbarians, and under him 
the Roman Aﬀairs flouriſh'd ; but after- 
Wards by bad Reigns Things were again 
brought into Confuſion : However all a- 
long, while either the Prince, of the Mi- 
niſters were good, ſome Care was taken 
of the Publick. 'Tis true, where there 
were ſo many Changes, and fo frequent 
Civil Wars, 'tis not probable any Money 
cou'd be laid up 3 but other Proviſions 
were made whereby the People might be 
Reliev'd in Peace, and Defended in. time 
of War.

Aſſociated into the Empire Maximianus 
Herculexs, they two Govern'd joyntly ; but 
when they Depos'd themſelves, the Em- 
pire was again divided between Maxims- 
anus Galerins, and Conſftantius Chlorus, who 
Ruld each their ſeperate Provinces ; but 
at laſt, all fell into Corſtartiz the Son of 
Chlorus ; but it was again divided among 
the Sons of Conflantin. But Conſtantius the 
Second Son ſurviving his Brothers, Re- 
united again all into himſelf, and it con- 
tinu'd one Empire till Valentiniar, who 
divided it again between himſelf and his 
Brother Valezs. But the Sons of Yalent:- 
21an dying Childleſs, the Empire came a- 
gain intire to Theodoſeus 5 who again di- 


vided itbetween his Two Sons, Arcadius 


and Honorins; and ſo it ſtood divided 
tilli the Weſter» Empire was quite Sub- 
WR 

This Diviſion of its Territory, places 
of Strength, Tributes, Revenues and Legi- 
ons.was molt fatal to that Common-wealth 
whiclr bad been founded with ſo much 
6 Wiſdom, 
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the Roman Revenzes. 
Wiſdom., and for many Ages, defend-. 
ed with ſach Courage, and which the 
Gauls, Cartbaginians , and the Cimbrians, 
had in vain attempted. But its Ruin was 
not preſently compaſs'd; and ſo ſtrongly was 
this Frame þuilt, that; to- pull it a | wo | 
was the work of above One Hundred -and 
fifty Years. The Empire being weaken'd 
and divided encourag'd Alarich to invade 
{aly; who at firſt was bravely Vanquiſh'd 
in two Battles, and repulsd by Stzlzco; but 
afterwards * the Senate was forc'd to pur- 
chaſe the Retreat of Alarich at the Expence 
of Four thouſand Pound weight of Gold ; 
Who not long after broke the Peace, be- 
ſieg d Rome, took and Sack'd it, 4. ab. U. 
C, 1163. And about this time the Humns 
invaded Parnona; The Vandals, Alansand 
Swevi, and the Goths who had formerly 
invaded (zaxl, did: then with the Burgur- 
dians fix themſelves there. Not long after 
Africk was miſerably harraſsd by the Var- 
dals, and Carthage was taken by Genſerichs 
and in a little time Attila with his Hunns 
made an Attempt upon the Empire, whoſe 
firſt Irruption was ſtopt with Six thouſand 
Pound weight in Gold; but in a few Years 
he again invaded the Weſtern Provinces. 
Gazl felt his Rage ; then he came and laid

Plunder d Rowe the Second time, carrying 
away all which even the Rage of Alarich 
had left : In this Century Theodorick King 
of the Goths fix'd himſelf and his People 
in Spair, and the. Frazks obtain'd a firm 
Footing in Gazlafter a long Conteſt with 
the Natives, and .the Romans: At laſt 
Rome was for the Third time taken and 
$ack'd by Barbarians, Condufted by Odo- 
acer ' Prince of the Herul; ; who was 
Proclain!d King' of Þaly. And thus an 
End was put to the . Rozzan Dominion, 
aiter it had continu'd under Kings, in a 
Common-Wealth, and undex Emperors , 
about 1228. Years, reckoning from. the 
firſt Foundation of the City. 7. 

. And now to Recapitulate .the.Reaſons. 
of this Great Peoples Ruin., Firſt their Lux-" 
urics extinguiſh'd ancient. Honour, and in 
its room .introduc'd irregular Ambition * 
Ambition brought on .Civil Wars z Civil 
War made Sinsle 'Perſons too confidera- 
ble to remain afterwards in-a Private Con- 
dition; fo that the Foundation of their 
Deſtruftion was Liidtin the Century where- 
in Ceſar Invaded their Liberties; However 
they, might have continu'd' Fowertnt 
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and Flourifhing Nation for many, Ages,” if 
the faceeeding Princes had imitated either 
Ceſar or Auguſtus Fy But many of thoſe that 
fallow'd afjum'd .to themſelves unlimited 
Authority, .and when bad Emperors came, 
they pulled down what had been-Building 
up by the Wiſdom of all their Predeceffors: 
They ſeiz'd upon that Treaſure which the 
Frugality of preceeding Times had ſet afide 
for urgent Occaſions. They accounted the 
Publick Revenues to be their own particular 
Property,and to be diſpos'd ofat their Plea- 
ſure; ſuch as were Laviſh, ſquandered away 
among their Minions and Favorites, that 
which.was to maintain the Dignity. of the 
State. When their Profuſion had reduc'd 
them to Neceſlities, they fell to laying ex- 
orbitant Taxes, and to Pillage the Remote 
Provinces ; when thoſe Provinces were 
harraſs'd and exhauſted by continual Pay- 
ments, they became weak and unable to 
refiſt Foreign Invaſions : In thoſe naked 
and defenceleſs Provinces the Barbarians 
neſted themſelves, and, when they were 
grown Strong and Powerful, from thence 
they made Irruptions into 1taly, till at laſt 
they came to 'Invade and Conquer Rowe 
it ſelf, the very Head and Seat of the 
Empire.

ed by Laws... . ot 

'Tis true the German Emperors have 
ſome ſhadow of, and pretend Succeſſion to 
the Romar Empire; but whoever contem- 
plates their Laws, Conſtitution, and Form 
of Government, will find all ſtrongly im- 
pregnated with the Gothick TinQure. 
| However, he who conſiders the Migra- 
tions of theſe Men, will perceive, that the 
Governments which: they eſtabliſhid, were 
the neceſſary and unavoidable Conſequence 
of their Expeditions, and that People ſeck- 
ing new Seatscould not properly put them-

For ſo vaſta Deſign as' that of leaving

But 
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Butin procels of Time the Soil alters the 
Nature of Man, as much as 1t does that of 
Plants ; warmer Clirnates did by degrees 
ſoften theſe Rough and Warlike People, F 
Too-much Sun produces that Effeminacy, *: 
which is the proper Matter for Arbitrary |; 
Power to work upon : Therefore all the 
Ezſt and Southern World has been En- 
ſhv'd, while colder Climates ſeem more 
tenacious of their Liberties. 'The French 
. were the firſt who ſtoop'd to the Yoke of 
Regal Authority, not limited by Laws; 
Spain ſoon follow'd, to whoſe Kings their 
Foreign Acquifitions gave more Great- 
neſs than confiſted with the \ Freedom of 
their People. At laſt it grew a Mode a- 
mong leſſer Kingdoms to imitate what had 
been done in larger Empires : So that the 
. Danes and Sweeds were content to make 
and put on their own Fetters.: And we in 
England were deſiring to be like the other 
Nations round about us ;- had not the Vir: 
tue and Courage of a few Saved us often 
very narrowly from the Corruption and 
Madneſs of the reſt, The bad Example 
of former Kings, the Vices of their Courts, 
nor our own Riches, have. not ſoften'd 
and deprav'd us quite; and this Iſland 
having been Planted by the moſt Warlike 
of all the Northern Tribes, and — 

ul 
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ſtill preſerved a few of its old Inhabitants 
who retain ſomewhat of the ancient Brit- 
ton Courage ; and this Soil having always 
bred and . nouriſh'd Men of Heart and 


Stomach, it happens that we ſtill continue | 


Free, and that we keep. the main Parts of 
our Original Conſtitution. 5 Il 
* Ancient Conquerors have in the fame 
manner divided their Acquiſitions, be- 
tween-the Prince, his Chief Followers, and 
the People ; but the Tenures or Rights, 
by which theſe Lands were to be Held, 
ſeem particular to theſe Gothick Settle- 
ments, and with admirable Polity con- 
triv'd to. preſerye the Links of Protection 
and Obedience, which ſhould hold Prince 
and People together ; for 'tis Natural for 
Men to Cheriſh-. and Prote& their Depen- 
dents; and as Natural, to Love and Obey 
thoſe by-whom we are Protetted. Thus 
to make all Hold of the King, . wds_ almoſt 
as far as Human Wiſdom could go, to hin- 
der this Chief Landlord from committing 
Waſte in, his own, and from injuring thoſt 
by whole Service he was to receive Aſ- 
fiſtance. But this Diviſion of Property 
would not havequite ſuflic'd, rinleſs there 
had likewiſe been made ſuch a Partition of 
Power, as we haye mention'd ; for the

The peculiar 
Oath of Fidelity and Hotnage, was an In- 
ſtitution of the Lowbardr, who did+-not 
only Affign Lands upon the Limits, but di- 
ſtributed whole Countries to be Held by 
Fidelity and Service. Theſe Tenures were 
firſt at Will, afterwards for a Term; then 
they came toDeſcend to one Son, afterwards 
to be an Inheritance. He that held the 
Fee wasoblig d upon Surnmonsto Arm him- 


ſIf and follow his Lord's Banner, and to 


ſtand by him in all Dangers : Befides, he 
was ſ{ubjett to the Payment of Tributes, 
Aids or Subſidies. As the Prince conferr'd 
theſe Fees upon great Lords and Barons, 
fo theſe Barons came to confer 'ettt upon 
others. The Germans had anciently ſome- 
thing of the like nature ; but from 1raly, 
they ow into France, and from Farce 
into England. And certainly it was a wiſe 
Inſtitution to give a new Pedple, who 
were to be continually upon their Guard, 
either againſt the Natives, or Foreigners,

To whom they 
anſwerd, He might be Rich out of his 
own, if he would ſet ſome Bounds to his 
Liberality, and look into his own Afﬀairs, 
and into the Proceedifigs of ſome of his 
Officers : They nam'd no body to him, 
but he underſtood whom they meant, and 
calld ſeveral of his Miniſters to Accompt, 
and brought them to Reſtitution. The

The Abby-Lands 
could not make this great Increaſe ; be- 
ſides, *tis notorious, K. Henry the Eighth 
either fold or gave away a- great Part 
of the Church-Lands; From all which .

nce, that the fore-mention'd Afts of | 
eſumption did reſtore the Crown-Re- | 
venue, confifting in Rents and Farms, 
to the State and Condition, wherein it 
was in the Beginning of King Charles 
the Second's Reign. | 
And Laſtly, For their SatisfaQtion, who 
pretend akagions are againft the Fun- 
damentals of our Exgliſh Law, we ſhall 
produce the Opinion of a Venerable and 
Learned Lawyer in this Point ; *tis ta- 
ken out of a Book, written by Sir John 
Forteſcae, - Chief Juſtice of the Conmmon-

N the foregoing Section we have 
taken Notice how careful the Com- 
mons of England have all along been, to 
aſſiſt. by Acts of Reſumption , ſuch of 
their Kings as had been injur'd by im- 
moderate Bounty. We ſhall now go on 
to ſhow how Parliaments have proceeded 
with the Inſtruments of their Profuſion, 
and in what manner they have handled 
ſuch Miniſters of State as have either 
wink'd at, or promoted the Depredations 
that were made upon their Maſter's Re- 
venue ; and eſpecially with thoſe who 
in Breach of their Truſt have ventur'd 
to enrich themſelves with Spoils ſo little 
T war- 


Miniſters Impeach d 
warranted by the Conſtitution of this 
Kingdom. 

The Records we have already cited 
ſufficiently demonſtrare that it was ever 
the Opinion and Senſe of the People that 
the King ſhould live upon his own, and 
that the Nation ſhould not be burthen'd 
with unneceſlary Taxes and Impoſi- 
tions. 

It appears likewiſe from the foreſaid 
Records, that when the Crown has been 
impoveriſhed by Gifts and Grants, new 
and extraordinary Courſes of Raiſing 
Money have become unavoidable. 

kt cannot be denied but that our Kings 
have very anciently preſcribd a Power 
of Ajtenating the Publick Renennes, but 
' It may admit of a Queſtion, whether this 
was not more de Fatto than de Fare, and 
tis not quite ſo clear that from the be- 
ginning it was ſo; on the contrary it ra- 
ther ſeems one of thoſe Incroachments 
which Flattery and Compliance have 
{upported. 

For it would not be difficult to make 
appear that in all theſe Gothick Govern- 
ments founded upon the Principles of 
Liberty , the Publick Revenues were 
efteem'd to belong as well to the King-

(as he has all his other Power) that he 
ſhall do nothing which may tend to the 
Deſtruction of his Subjects.  :. ; 
However tho' he be thus truſted, 'tis 
only as Head of the Common-wealth 
and the People of England have in no 
Age been wanting to put in their Claim 
to that in which they conceiv'd them- 
ſelves .to have a remaining Intereſt, 
which Claims are the Acts of Refum- 
ption that from time to time have been 
made in Parliament, when ſuch Gifts 
and Grants were made, as became bur- 
thenſome and hurtful to the Publick. 
Nor can any Government or State di- 
velt it ſelf of the Means of its Preſerva- 
tion :. And if our Kings ſhould have had 
an unlimitted Power- of giving away 
their whole Revenue, and- if no Autho- | 
rity could have revoked ſuch Gifts, every F 
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for procuring Grants. 

profuſe Prince, of which we have had * 
many. in this Kingdom , would have 
ruin'd his Succeſſor, and the People muſt 
have been deſtroy'd with new and re- 
peated Taxes, for by our Duty we are 
likewiſe to ſupport the next Prince: So 
that if no Authority could look into this, 
a Nation muſt be utterly undone with- 
out any way of redrefling it ſelf z which 
is againſt the Nature and Eſſence of any 
free Eftabliſhment. 

Our Conſtitution therefore ſeems to 
have been; that the King always might 
make Grants, and that thoſe Grants, if 
paſs'd according to the Forms preſcribed 
by the Law, were valid and pleadable 
againſt not only him, but his Succeſlors. 
However at the ſame time 'tis likewiſe 
manifeſt that the Legitlative Power has 
had an unconteſted Right to look into 
thoſe Grants, and to make them void 
whenever they were thought exorbitant. 
And therein wiſe Kings have given way, 
and not thought it diſhonourable to join 
with their People in that which was 
judg'd to be for the Eaſe and Benefit of 
the major part. 

Bur becauſe in Acts of Reſumption the 
Legiſlature exerts it ſelf in an extraor- 
dinary manner, and becauſe 'tis a Cor- 
dial of a very ſtrong Operation, and for 
T 4 | that 
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that fuch Acts muſt of WNeceffity break 
into private Contra&ts, Marriage - Set- 
tlements, Sales upon a valuable Conſi- 
deration, and, in many other Inftances, 
the Law has fenc'd the King's Revenue 
with Reſtrictions and wholſome Con- 
ſtitutions , it has preſcribd Forms by 
which Grants and Gifts ſhould' paſs, it 
has erected ſeveral Checks, and truſted 
thoſe Checks in the Hands of high Of- 
ficers of the Crown; And laſtly, the 
Laws have call'd to Accompt, and ſe- 
verely puniſh'd many Men of great 
Birth and Figure for breaking down 
theſe Fences z by all which our Ance- 
ſtors ſeem to have deſir'd and defign'd 
preventing Miſchiefs in their Growth, 
and that Recourſe ſhould be had to ex- 
—_—— Remedies as ſeldom as poſ- 
ible, 

And Firft, That not only his com- 
mon Expences, but that alfo his Libe- 
ralities might be ſupply'd without di- 
minution of the Capital, innumerable 
Laws did provide that he might be nei- 
ther deceiv'd in his Receipts nor in his 
Payments, beſides which the Iutroztus 
and Ex:itus of the Exchequer was origl- 
nally contriv'd with Check upon Check, 
and with all the Care and Art imagina- 
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But all theſe 'go0d Methods were very 
early overthrown by the Negligence of 
ſome Princes, but more through the 
Corruption of their Miniſters. ; 

Henry the IV. who had depos'd his 
Predeceſſor, and who came in upon the 
Foot of Reformation, began to make 
Regulations, and reſtore ſome Order in 
the Revenues of the Crown. 

In the firſt Year of his Reign the 
Commons complain'd of outragious 
Grants, and of great Sums of Money re. 
leaſed to undeſerving Perſons, the King 
not perceiving the hurt done him at the 
time of the Grant. They pray that 
ſuch Grants upon good Deliberation may 
be recall'd, and that from thenceforth he 


. would make mo Grant but with the Ad- 


vice of his Council. The King An- 
ſwers, He will be advisd by the wiſe Men 
of his Council, And thereupon ſeveral 
g00d Regulations relating to the Paſſing 
of Grants are eſtabliſh'd, but take the 
Record.

Theſe were ſome of the Methods by 
' Which the Houſe of Commons endea- 
vour'd to preſerve the Crown-Revenue 
from the greedy Hands of thoſe who 
were always deſiring therewith to inrich 
themſelves, But the Kings greateſt Safe- 
ty lay in the very Conſtitution of the 
Exchequer, which if bad Miniſters had 
not broken into, our former Princes 
could not have been robb'd ſo much to 
the Impoveriſhment of the people. 

The Conſtitution of the Exchequer, 
we may rather call it the Conſtitution of 
the Kingdom , has contriv'd to put a 
great many Letts and Obſtrudions 1n the 
way of deſigning Favourites and rapa- 
cious Followers of the Court, and that 
no Grant ſhould paſs from the King but 
upon ſtrict Inquiry and after mature De- 
liberation. 


In order to which the State thought - 


| it neceſlary to be at the expence of ſeve- 


ral Great Officers, who ſhould be as ſo 


many Centinels continually watching 
| that the King may not be ſurprized nor 

defrauded. : | 
Regularly and according to the 
Laws of the Land , Grarfts from the

In which (as we have noted before) the

The King refers this Petition to the 
Treaſurer of the Exchequer, now call'd 
Lord High Treaſurer of England, whoſe 
firſt Step is to have a Particular of the 
Thing petition'd for from ' the Auditor, 
if it lies before him, or from the King's 
Remembrancer, 1f it lies before him : 
This Care is taken that the State may 
not be deceivd in the value of the 
Thing, Hoy 

The Petition is firſt referr'd to this High 
Othcer, becauſe the Law preſumes that 
the whole State and Condition of the 
Revenue lies before him, that he knows 
what Debts and Engagements the King 
has upon him, and whether the Expences 
of his Wars, and the other neceſſary 
Charges ' of his Government, are not 
ſuch, as for the Peoples Eaſe, and by the 
Rules of Juſtice onght for the preſent to 
reſtrain bis Bounty. If the Thing to - be 
granted be of great Value, if it cannot 
be given away without great Damage 
to the Crown, if by reaſon of ſuch Gift 
| | he 
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he is hindred from paying his juſt Debts, 
or from having wherewithal to defray 
the Charges of the Government, - or to 
- provide for-the Kingdoms Defence 5 or 
if by' this and other Gifts - he muſt be. 
driven through the failing of his own 
Revenue, to lay heavy Burthens upon 
' the People; 'tis the Duty of the Lord 
"Treaſurer to. repreſent the whole Matter 
honeftly and - impartially to the King, 
and to hinder the Grant from proceeding 
'any further. And as a Tie upon him he 
takes the following Oath. * Ye ſhall 
«ſwear, That well, and truly, ye ſhall 
« ſerve the King our Soveraign Lord, 
© and his People in the Office of Trea- 
'« ſurers and ye ſhall do: right to all 
«& manner- of People, Poor and Rich, of 
*/'ſixch Things as toucheth your Office 
©. And that King's Treaſure truly ye 
© ſhall keep and diſpend; And truly ye 
&«* ſhall counſfailthe King, and his Coun-

And the 
Words Te ſhall well, and traly, ſerve the 
Kzng our Soveraign Lord, and his People 
7n the Office of Treaſurer, are an Evidence 
that our Forefathers took themſelves to 
have ſome kind of Intereſt in what was 
call'd the Crown-Revenue.

So that more 
than any other, as the higheſt Officer, 
and as the laſt Check, the Laws preſume 
him to conſult for the King's good, 
Therefore if the Grant be exorbitant, 
if it be made to an undeſerving Perſon, 
if it notoriouſly ſurpaſſes the Merits of 
the Suitor, if it was obtain'd upon 
wrong Suggeſtions, if it occaſions Ob- 
loquy to the Government, or _— 
tent among the People , if the King' 
Debts are many and clamorous, if t : 
Nation labours, at the ſame time as the 
Gift is made, under heavy Taxes ; and 
if the Grant tends greatly to the Hurt 
and Impovertſhment of the Crown 
- (with all which: Matters the Law pre- 
ſumes' ſo great 4 Minifter in the State 
to be acquainted.) he is bound in Duty 
and by: his Oath not to fix the Great Seal 
to the ſaid Grant, but thereupon faithful- 
ly and impartially to-adviſe the King : 
and Chancellors who have a&ted other- 
wiſe, and who, contrary to the Truft of 
their Office; have ventur'd to paſs outra- 
gious Gifts, Douns Outrageuſes, as the Re- 
cords call 'em whereby the —_— 
een 
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been impoveriſh'd, have been heretofore, 


as we ſhall ſhow by and by, queſtion'd 


impeach'd and attainted-in Parliament. 
Theſe were the ancient Steps in Paſ- 
ſing Grants from the Crown, which 
were afterwards inforc'd by a poſitive 
* Law in the Reign of Henry the 
Eighth, a Prince jealous enough of the 
Regal Authority. *Tis true, by the 
Suggeſtion 1n the Preamble, it looks as 
if the Ac were made to preſerve the 
Fees belonging to the Clerks of the Sig- 
net, but bringing in Fees to Officers, 
being never the Obje& of a Parliaments 
Care; we ought to conclude that the 
Houſe of Commons gave that fair Co- 
Jour (in the Reign of a Suſpicious and 
Arbitrary Prince) to the Regulations 
they intended to make as to Paſſing 
Grants from the . Crown. - Firſt, the 
Law directs, © That the King's Grants 
« ſhall be brought to the Principal Se- 
© cretary, or to one of the King's 
« Clerks of his Grace's Signet for the 
<* time being, to be at the fſaid- Office

ſtance of the thing he is to give away, 
which happens very rarely to be the 
Caſe. But notwithſtanding theſe words, 
if certain Proof. can be made that the 
King was miſfinform'd by falſe Sugge- 
ſtion, no Lawyer will ſay the Grant. is 
good. Ex mero motu, imports the Ho- 
nor and Bounty of the King, who Re-

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wards the Patentee for Merit without his 

Suit. Theſe words ſuppoſe the King 

to be truly appris'd of the perſon's Me- 

rit, and were brought in to obviate' the 

4th of Henry IV. whereby it was ena-

4 Hen. 4 © but to ſuch as deſervd them and if 

« any made Demands without Deſert, 

« that he ſhould be puniſh'd,” And to 

the ſame purpoſe were added the words 

Ex Gratia ſpecials ; yet more to denote 

that the Gift proceeded meerly from the 

King's Favour, and not at the Party's Sol- 
licitation. 

But beſides all this, becauſe anciently 
it ſeemd a Fundamental , that the 
Crown-Lands were not alienable, and 
becauſe all along Parliaments had com- 
plain'd of theſe Alienations, as looking 
upon 'em to be illegal, the Lawyers of 
old ' Times endeavour d to ſecure and 
cover all by a Clauſe of Non Obſtante to 
be incerted in the Patents. 

. Theſe Clauſes of Nov Obſtante were 
not known in our original Conſtitution. 
Mathew Paris ſays, they grew rife in the 
Reign of Henry Ill. Anno Dom. 1250.

But this Clauſe grew more neceſſary 
after the 11th of ZZenry IV. when it was 
plainly and direaly enacted , © * That 
« all manner of Hereditaments which

«* but remain- to the King. ” And 
this laſt Law being pofitive, unrepeal'd 
(as we know of)and till in force asmuch 
as Magna Charta, and the Dodtrin of Nor 
Obſtantes ſeeming to be condemn'd by 
The Att declaring the Rights and Liberties 
of the Subjett, 1n theſe Words, © That 
« the pretended Power of ſuſpending 
« of Laws, or the execution of Laws 
& by Regal Authority, without Conſent 


_ « of Parliament 1s Illegal. That the 


« pretended Power of diſpenſing with 
© Laws, or the Execution of Laws by 
© Regal Authority, as it hath been af- 
« ſum'd and exercisd of late is Illegal, * 
There will ariſe a Queſtion how far the

And the Reaſons why ſo many Re- 
ſumptions have been made, might be, 
Firſt, That it gave Offence to the Legi- 
flative Authority to ſee the Miniſters 
make uſe. of this diſpenſing Power. Se- 
condly, That 1t appear'd the. Suggeſti- 
| ons 
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ons were wrong upon which the Grants 
were grounded : "That is, that.the Sove- 
reign did not proceed Ex certa Scientia, 
namely , that he was ſurpris'd and mifſ- 
inform'd in the value of the Thing gk 
yen. That he did not praceed: Ex wero 
mota, but - that the iGitt: was wreſted 
from him by his 1mportunate and undes 
ferving -Courtiers. That he ditl;not pro- 
ceed : Ex/Speciali:Gratia; but was rather 
induc'd: to be(tow the Favou, through 
the neceffity of -his: Aﬀairs,.to quiet ſome 
great Man, or. to. pleaſe ſome ; powerful 


Party. ' And : 1n :all probability upon 


ſuch, or the like Accompts, Parliaments 
have look'd: into: Grants , , and the: beſt 
Princes -have:not thought it: diſhonorable 
to join in Revoking what had been. thus 
Extorted from them. . 

And as : to the diſtingion which the 


Lawyers make, between Directive : and 


Coercive : Admit the Forms: by which 
the Law has directed all. Grants ſhall 
paſs, ſhould be only Directive to the So- 
veraign, and deviſed for his greater Eaſe 
and Safety, yet without doubt they are 
Coercive to his . Miniſters. . No Law- 
g1vers ever intended that a ſolemn Law, 
made upon mature Deliberation , and 
preſcribing a Rule in high A fairs of State, 
ſhould have no effect at all. But tlie

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27 Hen. VIII. which Chalks out to the 
Secretary, Lord Privy Seal, and Lord 
Chancellor, the regular Steps they are 
to make in paſſing Grants, would be of 
no fort of fignification, if they may paſs 
per Saltam, and by immediate Warrant, 
without being enter'd in the ſeveral 
Offices. 

When Parliaments adviſe the Prince, 
'tis humbly ſabmitred to his Wiſdom, 


whether or no he thinks fit to approve 


of their Councils : But when by a writ- 
ten Law they give Advice, and lay down 
Rules and Directions in Matters of 
State for the Miniſters to walk by and 
obſerve , without -doubt they intend, 
ao ſo ſolemnly given, ſhould be fol- 

w'd. 

Hitherto we have mention'd the Cau- 
tions, Provifions, Reſtrictions and Forms, 
which our Anceſtors eſtabliſh'd, and 
made'uſe of, to preſerve the King's Re- 
venue, by which the Publick was to be 
ſupported. But notwithſtanding all 
this, the Wickedneſs of Men was either 
too Cunning, or too Powerful for the 
Wiſdom of the Laws in being. 

And from time to time Great Men, 
Miniſters, Minions , and Favourites, 
-have broken down the Fences contriv'd 
and ſettled 4n our Conſtitution = 

ave 
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have made a Prey of the Common-wealth, 
plum'd the Prince, and converted to their 
own Uſe, what was intended for the' 
Service and Preſervation of the State. 

We ſhall therefore proceed to ſhow, 
That to obviate this Miſchief, the Le- 
giſlative Authority has all along inter- 
posd with Inquiries, Accuſat.ons and 
Impeachments, till at laſt ſuch dange- 
rons Heads were reach'd. 


For as Courts have been watchful to 
Rob the Prince, ſo antiently the Barons, 
and after wards Parliaments,;from time to 
time have been as vigilant to prevent his 
Ruin, ſhowing, in the progreſs of their 
Councils, great Wiſdom mixt- with Du- 
ty, and Temper join'd with Courage, 


The firſt Great Perſon whom we find 
queſtion'd fince the Normay Government, 
was Ranalphus Biſhop of Durham, who 


bore the Office, of what we now call * P«4c«le 
Lord Treaſurer of England, in the time c,wj,e, 
of William Rufus. This Man' had been p- 1. 


the Principal Inſtrument of the Profufi- 
on, and of what is its Conſequence, 
thoſe Extortions that diſgrac'd the Reign 
of Rufus: Of whoſe times William of 
Malmsbary ſpeaking ſays, None were 
then Rich but ſuch as dealt with the Ex-

fiituerat Procuratorem ſuum in Regno ut 
evelleret, deftrueret, raperet & diſperderet, 

omnia omnium bona ad Fiſcs Commodum 
comportaret, We have thus painted out 

this Stateſman in the Colours as he is

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repreſented by thoſe two Venerable Wri- 
ters. And he ſo much reſembles ſeve- 
ral bad Miniſters, who, in the Ages {ince, 
bave ſucceeded both to his Poſt and 


Power, that one would think they had. 


choſen to take him for their Pattern. 

In the 5th of Edward I. Pieres de Ga- 
veſion was accuſed in Parliament for ha- 
' ving given the King ill Counſel, and for 
having cheated the King of his Treaſure, 
and ſent it beyond Sea, and for having 
eſtranged the King's Heart from his 
People, ſo as he flighted their Councils, 
and for having remov'd all faithful Mt- 
niſters, and placed only his own crea- 
tures, or Foreigners about the King, and 
for having causd the King to grant 
Lands, Tenements and Offices to him- 
ſelf and his Heirs, and to divers other 
People, ( infomuch that by his Wealth 
he was become dangerous) to the great 
damage and injury of the King and his 
Crown. For which he was baniſh'd 
the Realm, ſo as if he returned he ſhould 
be treated as an Enemy to the King, 
Kingdom and People. But take the 
Words of the Record becauſe it is very

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So that it appears plainly from this 
Record, That King, Lords and Com- 
mons, took it to be a Crime in the Lord 
Chancellor, and againſt his Oath, to 
take Lands in Gift or in Exchange from 
the King ; for upon the Chancellors 
Oath the Judgment was grounded, it 
being in thoſe Days thought and under- 
ſtood, that he who was ſworn to pur- 
chaſe the King's Profit, ſhould not in-_ 
rich himſelf with the Revenues of the 
Crown, and as the Record ſays, that he 
chiefly ought not to do ſo, wbo was /e 
Principal Officer, and who knew the 
State and Neceſſities both of King and 
Kingdom.

And yet, thus quality'd as he was, it was 
not thought reaſonable in Parliament, that 
ſo: high Honours, -fo much Wealth and 
Power, and ſuch a multiplicity of Employ- 
ments,. ſhould be conferr'd upon ſo young

If ſuch a one could not ſtand before the 
People, much ks will they, 1n any future 
Reign, bear to ſee Men with. the like 
Wealth, pour'd upon 'em, and in the-like 
Station of Power and Favour, who have 
none of his Qualifications, who are con- 
temptible in their Figures, who make no

Expence but what tends to their private 
Luxury, of whoſe Bounty no one ever 
taſted, who bar the Court Gates to any 
Merit, who never did any kind Office, 
who make a fale of all Employments, who 
creep to their Enemies and flight their 
Friends, who never did good but for them- 
ſelves, or to here and there an humble 
Flatterer, and who never, in their' Tran- 


_ factions for the State, govern themſelves 


by the Advice of grave Friends, but aft 
all things upon their own giddy Heads, 
ever drown'd in Wine, or heated by De- 
bauches.

Our Fore-fathers had good Reaſon to 
animadvert upon theſe Proceedings ; for 
nothing more tends to corrupt a Country 
than the eafie way of getting Wealth by 
the Profuſion' of a Court. It makes Men 
abandon the Thoughts of raiſing them- 
ſelves by Virtue and Merit, and reduces a 
Nation to the. State of which Mr. Pym 
ſpeaks, when he ſays, © There are but 
* few now that apply themſelves either to 
* do well, or to deſerve well ; finding 
*« Flattery and Compliance to be the eaſier 
*-way to attain their Ends and Expedta- 
* tions. 

But the Advocates for Male-Adminiſtra« 
tion, and they who give a fair Colour to 
Corruptions of this Nature, will perhaps 
urge, that generally the Heirs of ſuch as 
here are mentioned to have been attainted 
for. theſe Crimes, have been reſtor'd in 
Blood. ' We grant. the Fa to be ſo ; but 
this is no Argument that they were wrong-

In matters. of Government *tis gene- 
rally the ſafeſt Courſe to tread in the 
Steps of our Anceſtors, were it only 
for this ſingle Reaſon, that 'tis return- 
ing ſo far towards our Antient Conſti- 
tution, which all fides will agree to have 
been form'd with admirable Gravity 
and Wiſdom. In the preſent Queſtion 
we ſhall therefore tee (as far we can 
find in old Hiſtories, or in the Records) 
how our Forefathers proceeded in Acts 
of the like Nature, for which we have 
recited our Authorities - in the third 
Section. ' | 

Hen:y the xt. reſun'd ſuch Lands as 
his Brother Dukes Robert, who was an 
eaſy Prince, had beſtowed in Normandy 
upon undeferving Perſons. Bur we 


| Qo not find he touch'd upon any thing 


upon 1n the preceeding Reign, 


that had been done by his Father, or 
by william Rufus. 

Stephen was preſs'd by the Nation, as 
well as by Henry Fitz Empreſs, to reſume 
only his own Grants. 

Henry the '2d. reſumed the Grants of 
Stephen, but the matter had' been agreed 


Richard 
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Richard the Iſt. did only reſume the 
| Alienations he himſelf had made. 

Henry the 3d. was perſwaded by his 
Barons to refume what had been gran- 
ted away by King Fohn his Father, a 
Prince ſo profuſe, that in a manner he 
had quite undone the Nation. 

The Reſumprion made by Edward 
the 2d. had relation only to what was 
done in his own Reign, 

In the Reign of R:chard the 2d. the 
Commons indeed pray that the Gifts of 
Edward the 3d. to unworthy Perſons 
might be look'd into, which perhaps was 
done in reſpec of the dotage and Weak- 
neſs this great Prince fell into the laſt 
Ten Years of his Life, But what had 
been worthily beſtowed was to be con- 
firmed. 

In the Reign of Henry the 4th. the 
Petition of the Commons was, that the 
Reſumption might look as far backward 
as the goth of Edward the 3d. and 
therefore we ſee it came to nothing, and 
only ended in taking tht Profits of all 
the Lands and Penſions granted for one 
Year.  - | 
The Reſumptions made 1n the Reign 
of Henry the 6th. extended only ro the 
firſt Day of his coming to the Crown. 

*Tis 
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Tis true, the Commons in their Pe= 
tition to Edward the 4th. pray that the 
Reſumption might extend to the Reigns 
of all the three xyerries, and the AR 
paſs'd accordingly:But we may plainly ſee 


this was chiefly done to condema their 


Titles to the Crown, And the Reſum- 
ption retroſpecting ſo far, was found fo 
1mpracticable, that in the 3d. and 4th. of 
his Reign, a new Ad became neceſla- 
ry,, which look'd no further backward 
than the 4th of March, 1n the firſt Year 
of his own Reign; 

The Reſumption made by Hexry the 
7th. does indeed look as far backward 
as 34 Hen. 6. and ſotakes in the Grants 
of Richard the 3d: and Edward the qth. 
But becauſe there paſſed four ſeveral 
Ads of the ſame Nature in the Reign 
of Edvard, we may preſume that this 
long Retroſpe& could not affe& any con- 
ſiderable number of Families, and that 
it was Chiefly level'd at thoſe who by 
Power and Intereſt in Edward's Reign 
Rill kept the Crown-Lands , and who 
perhaps, by new Grants from Edward 
and Richard, had defeated the Inten- 
tions of former Parliaments. 

The Reader may ſee, that in theſe 


Reſumptions moſt of the Preſidents reach 


only 
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only to the preſent, or to the Reign im- 
mediately preceeding, which is conlo- 
nant to the Laws of all Nations, that 
have prefixt ſome limited time, after 
which Men ſhould think themſelves ſafe 
and quiet in their Poſſeſſions. 

They without Doors who have de- 
fir'd that the forfeited Eſtares of 1reland 
might not be look'd into, have endea- 
vour'd to obſtruct the good Intentions 
of the Parliament, by crying we are 
willing to Reſume ,, provided you will go 
far enough backwards: we ſhall join in it 
if you will take in all the Grants ſince 
the Reſtoration of King Charles the Se- 
cond, But few are lo ſhort {ighted as 
not to ſee into this Artifice ; fuch as 
are for making their Reſlumption ſo 
large, deſire none at all,, and would en- 
gage a great many diffcrent Titles to 
oppole it. | | 

If it conld poſſibly conſiſt with the 
Rules of Juſtice, if to do ſo would not 
produce unſpeakable Diſorders, if it 
would not utterly ruin a great number 
of Families, no doubt, the Publick 1a- 
bouring under ſo many Debts, and 
Difficulties, ſuch a general Reſumption 
would be adviſable, all which are ſtrong 
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ObjeRions to the making it ſo exten- 
live. | 

To which may be anſwer'd, that the 
ſame Inconveniences will happen by re- 
ſuming the 1riſþ Forfeitures 3 we ſhall 
therefore try to ſhew how the Caſes 
differ. 

But to clear theſe Points we muſt re- 
peat ſome things that have been laid 
down 1n the foregoing part of this Di{- 
courſe. 

That the Kings of this Realm have 
always preſcribed a Power ofalienating 
the Crown-Revenue by their Great 
Seals. 

That it would not have been conve- 
nienr in the beginning of this Conſti. 
tution to have bound up the Prince's 
Hands from all kind of Alienations, for 
then, by Forfeitures and Arttainders , 
in proceſs of time, the King would have 
been Lord of the whole Soil. 

That however, Parliments by Peti- 
tions, Bills or Acts of Reſumption, have 
all along laid in a claim of the People's 
Intereſt in this Revenue, eſpecially when 
the Grants were become exorbitant. 

That the Waſts committed upon the 
Crown-Revenue produced at laſt [v:z. 


It, 
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LI. Her. 4.] a politive Law prohibiting 
thefe ſort of Alienations. 
'* That the force of the Law was eva- 
ded by Clauſes of zo obſftante incerted 
in the Lerters Patents. 

That thefe Clanfes ſeem condemn'd 
by the late A for declaring the Rights 
and Liberties of the Subjects. 

' Whea King Charles the 2d, came in, 

the Doqrine of the Court was, ſow 4 
little that you may reap much, and they 
who were thea intruſted wich the Na- 
tion's Purfe, were themſelves for diving 
i0to the Princes Pocket. And at the 
fame time the Dofrine of weſtminſter 
Hall was to advance the Prerogative as 
high as poſſible ; thus the King was per- 


ſwaded to give away the greateſt part 


of his Crown Lands, and by the Pro- 
ceedings of weſtminſter Hall the People 
were encouraged to think ſuch Grants 


were good in Law, the Courtier begg'd. 


and the Citizen bought, ſo that imme- 
diately he was in a manner diveſted of 


all, and yet they who had ſuffer'd for 


him and his Father, . were few of *em 
the better for all this immoderats 
Bounty. |

The Obſervation we have now made, 
did apparently hold true as to King 
Charles's Court; however ill-gotten

the firſt Poſſeſſors, but is now diſpers'd 
into a Multitude of Hands, 

Though what he did was fo preju- 
dicial to the Crown yet ſuch was then 
the flouriſhing Condition of our Aﬀeairs,

What Cato ſaid is indeed true, if 
rightly diſtinguiſh'd, that there ought to 
be no preſcription againſt the Publick. 
* ec Mortales contra Dewm immortalem, 
nec privatos contra Rempublitam preſcri= 
fere poſſe. This ſholds without doubt 
when private Men pet fraudulently or 
by Force into Poſſeſſion of what be- 
: longs 
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longs to the Publick, and at the begio- 
ning. were Poſſeſſores mala Fiae, which 
length of time ought nor to purge. But in 
a mixt Government, if one Part of the 
State ſuffers the other Part to alienate 
what the whole have an Intereſt in, 
and if the ſaid Part had power and 
—_— to make- an Oppoſition, 
and yet made none, it implies ſuch a 
Conſent as according to the Law of 
Nations, and the Rules of Juſtice, ought 
to indemnifie to all Intents and Purpoſes 
the Poſſeſſor bona fide, and the Purcha- 
ſer upon a valuable Confideration.

to produce any diſtraction or diſturbance 
in Men's Titles and Poſſefſions, For 0- 
therwiſe ſuch a Claim will occafian more 
Diſorders than it can propoſe to re- 
medy. 

But when it has been forborn too long, 
and when the People have been ſuffer'd 
to imagin that the Circumſtances of the 
time' admitted of a ſuch a Profuſion, or 
that their Repreſentatives haye acted 
upon ſome Reaſon of State, and that 
they did not reſyme becauſe *twas bet- 
ter theſe Eſtates of the Crown ſhould 
be in private Hands: When theSilence 
of thoſe who had right to complain 
ſeems to have juſtified ſuch proceedings, 
and when upon all theſe Preſumptions 
private Men have gon on for many 
Years to buy and lel!: in the way of 
their common Buſineſs, to come after- 
wards with Cat's Rule and fay, There 
is no preſcribing againſt the Publick would 
be unjuſt and dangerous. 

Sylla made ſtrange Alterations in the 
State of Rome, in its Governments, Ma- 
giſtracies, and alſo in the Pfoperties of 
Men ; however the Senate had ſubmit-

ted, and in a-tra& of Time the People 
was accuſtomed to theſe Eſtabliſhments 
but Cataline and his Accomplices, not 
out of Love to the Common-wealth, 

Vit. Cice (35 * platarch notes) and rather to inno- 
vate 1n things, and to find matter for 
Civil War, would change what was 
already fix'd ; but Cicero and the beſt 
Citizens of Rome, thought the Miſchief 
had taken too deep a Root, that to al- 
ter what had been done ſome Years be- 
fore, and which concern'd ſo many, 
would alarm and affe& too great a num- 
ber of Perſons, therefore the good Pa- 
triots of that Age would not conſent to 
break into the Acts of Sy/la. 

In the ſame manner moſt certainly 
Kiog Charles ated againſt the Truſt of 
his high Office, in permitting ſuch a 
Spoil to be made of kis and the Nations. 
Revenue, but no good Man who loves 
the Peace and Quiet of his Country 
would deſire to unravel what has been 
done fo many Years ago, and in which 
ſo many Thouſands are concern'd, The 
Evil is grown too big for Correction, 
"Tis like a Diſeaſe which is become in 
a manner part of the Conſtitution, of 
which to attempt the Cure would be to 
kill the Patient. They whoſe Duty it 

was 
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was to take Care of the Body Politick 
have ſuffer'd the Diſtemper to proceed 
too far. By the Negligence of the 
State which for Forty Years together 
has let this Matter go on without Check 
and Inquiry, moſt of thole who are in 
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are now Poſſeſlors bona fide 3nd purcha- 
ſors upon a valuable Conſideration. Were 
they now in the Poſleftion of thoſe who 
had firſt procured the Grants, \no doubt 
according to the Conſtitution of this 
Kingdom they might juſtly be reſumed. 


But the Caſe is notoriouſly quite other-. 


wiſe; in the ſpace of Forty. Years maſt 
of thoſe Eſtates have been told over and 


over, and from time to time have paſs'd 


through ſo many Hands, that a Reſump- 
tion from the 1it. Day of his Reign (as 
they propoſe who would load this mat- 
ter to perplex and defeat it) cannot be 
made without breaking into ſo many 
private Contracts, Marriage Settle-

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From what has been here laid down 
it will appear to any diſintereſted Rea- 
der, that King Charles's Grants and thoſe 
lately made do not ſtand upon the ſame 
Foot, and that the Caſes differ in many 
and very material Circumſtances.

ſomething was mov'd at firſt to reſtrain 
and regulate Alienations from the Crown 
the matter had little Progreſs and af- 
terwards we have not heard it was 
puſhed on with any Vigour, the Claim 
was not fo ſtrongly made'as by the 
Rules of Juſtice to take away' from the 
Poſſeſſors any Pretences to Preſcription. 
But in our preſent Caſe a ſolemn Aſſy» 
rance has been' given trom the Throne, 
That no grant ſhould be made of the for- 
feited Lands in England and Ireland till 
there ſhould be another Opportunity of ſet- 
line that Matter in Parliament in (uch 
manner 4s ſhould be thought expeaient. 
Afterwards, as we have ſhewn, an Ad- 
drefs was preſented that no Grant might 
be made of the forfeited Lands in Jre- 
land, And almoſt in every Seffions a 
Claim has been put in by the Repreſen- 
tatives of the People, and as we have 
ſet forth Twelve ſeveral Bills have been 
preſented and read all tending to appro- 
priate theſe Forfeitures to the uſes of the 
War. 'So that the new Poſleſſors of 
theſe Eſtates cannot pretend that any 
Silence has givena Sanction to what has 
been done,or that a quiet 'and unqueſtiond 
enjoyment has ſo'far confirm'd their

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Right as that thereby they may plead 
Preſcription. If any of theſe Lands 
have been ſold or traffick*d about, the Pur- 
chaſers cannot plead Ignorance , by the 
Steps made in Parliament they could not 
but know they bought alitigated Title ; 
the ſame may be ſaid as to Marriage 
Settlements, Jointures, or any other ct- 
vil contrat that has Relation to the 
Grants lately made.

ave away deſcended lineally to him from 
Bis Anceſtors, The Iriſh Forfeitures have 
been lately purchas'd with the Blood and 
Treaſure of this Kingdom. - 

If any Man could rhink that a Reſum- 
ption retroſpetting ſo far as the beginning 
of King Charles II's Reign would be for 
the Publick Good, why has it been never 
ſet afoot or mention'd at any other time 
but when the Parliament had a defire, 
by a Reſumption in 7refard, to eaſe the 
People in their Taxes? . 

All the Premiſles confider'd, perhaps 
it will appear to any unbiaſs'd Perſon 
who defires to help the Aﬀairs of Eng- 
land by a Reſumption, That, to follow 
the greateſt Number of Preſidents and 
according to the Rules of Prudence and 
Juſtice, rhe Bill ought to look no farther 
back 


backwards than this, or the Reign im- 
mediately precceding. 

We hope:to have made it evident in 
the Series of this Diſcourſe, That ac- 
cording to the Conftitution of this King» 
dom the late Grants may be reſumed, 
We have produc'd variety of Preſidents 
to juſtify ſuch a Proceeding. *Tis ho- 
ped we have given them a full Anſwer 
who would engage the Kings Honour 
in Countenancing their Depredations 
upon the Publick. Peradventure we 
have produc'd undeniable Proofs that 
the People of England have an Intereſt 
in theſe Lands, and Perhaps we have 
filenc'd thoſe, who to clog a good thing, 
would put us upon a wrong ſcent, by 
propoſing to look farther backwards than 
19 Juſtice and Reaſon we ought to do. 

And, if we have made out all theſe 
Pofitions, it will not be difficult for good 
Engliſhmen to think,inferr,and conclude, 
That moze eſpe ially the 
forfeited Eſtates in.'} 
ought tobe apply'd cowards 
ayment- of - the - Publick 
ebts.
